The NRC is requested to approve an amendment to Chapter 15, General License Regulations. The
Department has been directed by a legislative amendment in the 2008 lowa General Assembly,
House File 2612, to amend 571 lowa Administrative Code section 15.6, Multiple Offender. The
proposed amendment simply changes the lowa Code section reference for convictions of trespass
while deer hunting from lowa Code section 716.7 to 716.8.

Notice of Intended Action

Pursuant to the authority of lowa Code sections 455A.5(6), the Natural Resource
Commission hereby gives Notice of Intended Action to amend Chapter 15, “General License
Regulations,” lowa Administrative Code.

This amendment is required as a result of House File 2612, 2008 lowa General
Assembly, which amends lowa Code chapter 716 which in turn requires an amendment to the
lowa Administrative Code, rule 571—15.6(481A), “Multiple Offender — Revocation and
Suspension.” This Legislative amendment requires that the Department establish a violation
point value for a violation and conviction of lowa Code chapter 716 in which the violator is
convicted of trespass while hunting deer.

Any person may make written comments on this proposed amendment on or before
August 19, 2008. Such comments and written material should be directed to the Law
Enforcement Bureau, Wallace State Office Building, lowa Department of Natural Resources,
502 East 9™ Street; Des Moines, lowa 50319-0034. Persons who wish to convey their comments
orally should contact Steve Dermand of the Law Enforcement Bureau at (515)281-4515.

A public hearing will be held on August 19, 2008, at 9 a.m. in the Fifth Floor East
Conference Room of the Wallace State Office Building, at which time persons may present their
views either orally or in writing. At the hearing, persons will be asked to give their names and
addresses for the record and to confine their remarks to the subject of the amendment.

Any persons who attend the public hearing and have special needs such as hearing or
mobility impairments should contact the Department of Natural Resources and advise of specific
needs.

This amendment is intended to implement section 456A.25 of the Code of lowa.

The following amendment is proposed.

Amend subrule 15.6(3), paragraph “a,” subparagraph (22) as follows:
(22) Any violation of lowa Code section #46-# 716.8 while hunting deer.
